There was a panic on 
the train and men and women tumbled 
off the car or crawled under the seats.

crowd of shoppers. One of the bul- 
lets went through the hair of Miss 
Minnie Bennis, a clerk, and another

Another section of the mob visited the 


works of the H P. Nail Co When the 
workmen refused to come out, bricks, 
stones and clubs were thrown through 
the windows 
The men acted like 


wild men, and no attempt was made to 
check them in their work 
When they 


were satisfied they could accomplish 
nothing: they withdrew The crowds 
were almost entirely made up of idle 
foreigners and unorganized workmen, 
as all the labor unions had taken ac- 
tion against participating in any dem- 
onstiation on May day.

A Woman's Body Lit»rally-Bak9<l with 


Burning Gasoline.

IT makes no difference how long it 


takes, nor what the method, the coun- 
try, in the long run, will save money by 
the defeat of the Wilson bill. 


THE Decatur Review claims to have 


disco\ered that there is a strong senti- 
ment among the people against obstruc- 
tion in the Senate. 
This conclusion 


probably takes in the post-office appoint- 
ments as well as the Wilson bill. 


IT is evident that ex-Attorney-General 


Hunt has not pleased the Democratic 
campaigners by beginning the suit to 
test the present apportionment act be- 
fore a Judge who affiliates with the Re- 
publican party. 


THE idea that the Republicans in the 


senate ought to pass the tariff bill for 
the Democrats is very silly. The Repub- 
licans passed the silver repeal bill for 
them, but it does not follow that because 
they pulled them out of the iniro once, 
and washed their hands after doing the 
job, that they are engaged to do dirty 
work for them the remainder of the 


THE Democratic state central com- 


mittee has decided to put the defense, 
in the attack on the apportionment act, 
in the hands of Attorney-General Ma- 
loney. This is simply a plan to secure 
counsel for the Democrats at the ex- 
pense of the people of the state. A n at- 
torney-general is generally thought to 
be out of criminal practice. 


WHEN Democrats talk about obstruc- 


tion in the senate, as if the Republicans 
were alone responsible for it, they should 
not forget that the Democrats have a 
majority over all in that body. 
The 


Democrats in the senate are in about 
the same condition as those in the house, 
where with 91 majority they were forced 
to adopt the quorum-counting rule. 


SOME of the Chicago papers mention 


the name of Judge Lorin C. Collins 
among the possible successors to Senator 
Cuilom. 
Judge Collins may be a good 


man in many respects, but when it comes 
to picking out senatorial timber, men 
who know in what congressional district 
they live should be selected. 
Of course 


we do not contend that this is the only 
qualification necessary, for every pupil 
in the public high schools of the country 
knows what congresaional district he 
lives in; but every high school pupil 
would not make a good United States 
senator, but the knowledge of a fellow's 
political wheieabouts is very essential 
when he starts for the United States 
senate. 


Democratic Excuses. 


It is remarked with what unanimity a 


very large per cent of representative 
Democrats who have been interviewee 
touching the suit to set aside the late 
gerrymander of the state, make the ex 
cuse that the old apportionment and re 
districting of the state by Republicans 
was as bad as the present one. In other 
words they attempt no defense of the 
infamy, but hold that it is no worse than 
the Republicans have done. Such a dis- 
position of the matter is defective in 
many particulars, and is much like the 
statement these same men make, to the 
effect that the Republicans are as often 
guilty of frauds at the polls as the Dem- 
ocrats are. But the force of the latter 
statement is destroyed by the well- 
know^ fact that, with scarcely an excep- 
tion, these men who have been punished 
for frauds upon the ballot either belong 
to the Democratic party or perpetrated 
such frauds in the interest of that party. 
As to apportionments by the two parties, 
we have the same condition of things. 
So far as we know every gerrymander 
act which has been brought to a termi- 
nation in the courts has been a Demo- 
cratic gerrymander. 
Such were the 


gerrymanders in Indiana, Michigan and 
Wisconsin, all of which the courts have 
held to be gross violations of the several 
constitutions. 


In the apportionment made by the 


Republicans in 1881, while it may be true 
that tnere was some juggling to put as 
large a Democratic majority as possible 
into the Democratic districts, and spread 
the Republican majorities over as many 
districts aa possible to make them Re- 
publican, there was no flagrant violation 
of the constitutional provision which re- 
quires senatorial districts to be made up 
of "compact and contiguous territory," 
but in the recent Democratic gerryman- 
der no attention was paid to this require- 
ment of the constitution, which every 
member of the legislature was sworn to 
support, and the result is that a large 
number of the districts are a standing 
indictment of the party that made them, 
and of the governor who signed the bill, 
of outrageous disregard of that docu- 
ment. 


Not only this, but after having ex- 


hausted their skill in this direction to 
gain ac advantage, they refused to fol- 
low the time-honored custom of number- 


ing the districts consecutively. In the 
last apportionment by the Republicans 
the districts were numbered consecutive- 
ly across the state. In the Democratic 
gerrymander the districts are numbered 
without regard to consecutiveness or 
order, the object being to number as 
many Democratic districts odd as possi- 
ble, with the view of electing all the 
Democratic senators possible this fall, 
so as to control the joint assembly and 
make sure of a Democratic successor to 
both Cuilom and Palmer, regardless of 
the will of the people. 


Take Cook county as an example of 


this infamy. In numbering the districts 
in Cook county, which at that time was 
thought to be reliably Democratic, they 
made out of a total of 15 districts, 12 
odd-numbered districts. To do this they 
had to legislate several senators out of 
office, which of itself was unconstitu- 
tional. When the Republicans divided 
the state into senatorial districts they 
numbered the Chicago districts consec- 
utively from 1 to 13, taking in McHenry, 
Boone, Ogle, Winnebago, Carroll and 
Jo Davieas. 
These facts show that 


those Democrats who justify the present 
gerrymander on the assumption that it 
is no worse than the Republican's, either 
do not know what they are talking about 
or do not care what they say.

A Personal Sketch. 


The mortal remains of the late Mrs.

Her mother 
died in 1842; her remains rest in Green- 
wood cemetery by whose side will soon be 
laid the subject of this sketch to await 
the general resurrection. At the age 
of 19 she was left an orphan. Possessed 
of an indomitable will she overcame 
every obstacle that came in her way and 
won the confidence of all who knew her, 
and by purity of life and high moral 
worth took a place among those occupy- 
_ng the highest positions in society. On 
the arst day of April, 1845, she was

ey's much-advertised demonstration on 
behalf of the "Commonweal of Christ" 
in favor of good roads and the repudia- 
tion of national obligations to pay in- 
terest on bonds ended .to-day in a fizzle 
quite as ridiculous as the principles 
enunciated by the leaders of the move- 
ment All told, about 600 men out of 
the originally promised 300,000 marched 
up Capital 'hill and marched down 
again. In -this «00 were included all 
the unemployed of the capital who 
could be drummed into support of the 
movement after weeks of effort on the 
part of Coxey'* local agent and encour- 
aging speeches in the senate from pop- 
ulist senators. 
The local contingent dispersed after 


the capital fiasco was over, and only 
the original 360 marched down into 
the newly-selected camp ground near 
an open sewer eanal, condemned as an 
unhealthy resting-place by thejiealth 
officers, where they have been placed 
on exhibition by their leader, who has 
taken out a license to charge gate 
money for admission to the camp and 
the privilege of hearing him lecture, 
i Coxey 
himself, 
who 
studiously 


courted martyrdom, but was careful 
to shield himsalf from personal harm 
behind his wife's petticoats and the 
presence of his infant child, was con- 
temptuously turned loose, after he had 
supposed he had secured his purpose of 
being arrested. His burly lieutenant,

Upon these st^ps the lobbyists of

THE RESULT I VICTORY FOR THIMBU. 


Nine-Tenths of the Points of Difference 


Conceded by the Great Northern 


Railroad Co.—The Result Re- 


ceived with Rejoicing. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 2.—The 


strike on the Great Northern road 
which involved its 5,000 employes on 
ts 8,700 miles of line, and which has 
suspended traffic, both freight and 
lassetfger, for two weeks, is over. 


This was accomplished by adjudica- 


tion of the claims of the employes 
and the road rather than by arbitra- 
tion, the court being a joint committee 
of the representatives of leading- busi- 
ness organizations. 


This committee was organized at a 


conference of St. Paul and Minneapo- 
lis business men held at the Commer- 
cial club in this city last Sunday night. 
It consisted of C. A. Pillsbury, B. F. 
Nelson, J. T. Wyman, F. G. Winston 
and F. R. Heacock, of Minneapolis' 
Dan H. Moon, P. H. Kelly, Gee. B. 
Finch, C. W. Hackett, Richard Gordon 
and Channing Seabury, of St. Paul. 


President Hill of the Great Northern 


at once expressed his willingness to 
leave the settlement of the strike in 
the hands of these men. The strikers 
at first demurred, but finally agreed 
that they would meet Mr. Hill before 
the committee. Each side was to state 
its position, and a vote of the joint 
committee was to settle it 
The con- 


ference began shortly after 4 o'clock 
yesterday in the rooms of the St. Paul 
Jobbers* association. 


President Debs, Vice-President How- 


ard, of the American Railway union, 
and L. W. Rogers, editor of the official 
organ of the American Railway union, 
were present on behalf of the strikers, 
The result of the conference, which 
lasted until late in the evening, is that 
the strikers gain nine-tenths of the 
points made. President Hill conceded

gineers, firemen, conductors, brake- 
men, 
boiler-makers, trackmen, sec- 


tion men and blacksmiths. The re- 
duction in the cases of these men was 
10 per cent The committee took up 
the cases of the car inspectors, car re- 
pairers, oilers, operators, etc. In these 
:ases the wages of the men were also 
practically restored, there being only 
minor points of difference on which 
there could be no serious disagree- 
ment. 
The meeting progressed with the 


best of feeling throughout. Eugene 
V. Debs did most of the talking for the 
strikers, President Hill replying for 
the road. At the close there was great 
rejoicing, and the following telegram 
was sent out along the line as official 
notice that the strike was off:
